SILENT :revolution ‘Is pro-

Many acute observers of our 
social ‘life see in ‘this revolution 
the. first signs of social break-up 
ccthey are tha old-fashioned 
people who still cling to the ballot 
that the family {a the only pos- 
sibld permanent social unit cap- 
able of cementing any community. 

‘Many : factors | have’ ’ brought 
about this tremendous’ change, 
for with changing economle con- 
ditions such as shrinking incomes 
and soaring taxation have’ come 
changes {n fdeas and Ideals, 

In Victorian times, when houses 
yere both plentiful and cheap and 
domestic servants were like black. 
berries in'September, it was an 
easy matter for a man to found a 
home and raise a large family, 

The: Victorian age wns the 
golden nge of family Hfe. It was 
often dull, often dominated by an 
autocrat who, o8 papa, posed nas 
the repository of al) wisdom, but 
it was oa .training ground of 
character which produced all the 
#reatest figures of our age. 


The rearing of children waa no 
great task when the whole burden 
of that task did not fall upon the 
shoulders of the parents, but upon 
that of pnid governesses and 
nurses, supported by ample domes- 
tie staffa. 

Now all that has vanished and, 
whatever the future holds for us, 
{t is fairly certain that the old- 
style family has sone for ever, 

The modern couple too often 
vate the renring of children a 
bore, And even those who would 
gladly people, their homés with 
youngsters cannot do so because 
of limitations of income and house 
accommodation. You cannot.make 
a home function in a three-room 
flat. 
young people who are marrying to- 
day are beginning married Hfe in 
such flats, or in houses little 
bigger, family life is disappearing. 

We are approximating to the 
French ideal—the family of one, 
or tio at most, 

I hear some réadors exclaiming: 
And a good thing, too! But is it? 
The argument generally put for- 
ward is that based on population. 
We are over-populated, they say. 
We hnye more mouths already 
than we can feed. 


_ The reply of the statisticians is 
different. Let the present birth 
rate remain as it is, and, along 
with it, the present death rate, 
and in forty years’ time this 
country will face a population 
problem represented by a declina 
-in. the_vital. statistics. : 

Here, then, is the fundamental 
argument for a return to the 
family of four or more children: 
it'is one based on racial, grounds, 
For peoples that refuse to accept 
the onerous responsibilities of 
parenthood decline and, in the end, 
become numerically insignificant. 

One does not need,to be a rabid 
nationalist to desire to see per- 
petunted the English character in 
a world.such os that of to-day.

legislation and secure its passage, 
Whether that will be to the ultim- 
ate good or otherwise depends 
upon the point of view.

‘gands~~of~charming,-—cultivated 
jwomen under modern home-condi- 
tions ig an incessant and never- 
ending round of avoidable !abour. 

For this state of. things 1: think 
there Is. a very simple remedy, 
namely, communal feeding In a 
common hall, such as is done in 
colleges and the’ Inng of Court. 
Such a ayatem, each road having 
its dining-hal! and later, no doubt, 
social amenities—would mean the 
disappearance of the chief burden 
of the modern wife and mother, °

A SUGGESTION. 


May I submit that both Sir 
William Shenton and Mr. Stanley 
_ Dodwoll’a points of view would be 
met if Government calculated the 
duty on Jocal ibeer at two shillings 
to the Dollar. This would give 
. the Jocal Company a slightly more 
substantial advantage and would 
not invest this particular ques- 
tion of excise duty on beer or 
alcohol = =with the importance 
which the major issue of general 
tariffs porsesses, 


As to the major’ issue raised by 
Sir William Shenton, I agree entire- 
ly with him that the proved ad- 
vantages of this Colony remaining 
Q& frae port are very great and 
not Ughtly to be discarded. He 
has stated the case for maintain- 
Ing the status quo with the master- 
ly skill and convincing eloquence 
which we have grown accustomed, 
to expéct from him. Yet I notica 
that he advocates asking the 
Chinese Government to give pre- 
ferential tariffs to Hongkong in 
respect of Hongkong’s manufac- 
tories, I should welcome a fur- 
ther atatement from Sir. William 
48 te how this can be done,-having 
rogard to China's’ commitments 
with other countries under “the 
most favoured nations clauso’"? 


TARIFF RECIPROCITY, —' 


_.. There 1s also another side to 

. the question of maintaining tho 
status quo which requires to bo 
tated. Conditions of trade_ are. 
changing everywhere. The Ottawa 
Treaties will keep open to us the 
markets of the British .. Colonial 
Empire, but probably only upon 
terms of tariff reciprocity. For 
.this reasofi we need to be very 
circumspect about pledging our- 
sclves to the Free Trade doctrine. 
May it not be possible some day 
that in place of the “hinterland” 
Which we now lack will be’ found 
tho effectiva substitute of: the 
British Colonial Empire? 


Then again we-may find that a 
tariff on specific goods consumed 
in the Colony (e.g. luxuries) may 
be necessary for revenue ‘Purposes 

. A8 well to help correct our adverse 
trade balance, which is occasion- 
ing anxiety at the present time. 


SINQUIRY NEEDED. 


The question of tariffs, in any 
case, is one which, in the words 
used by Sir William, calls for 
careful inquiry, and I would ap: 
peal to him to lend his influential 
fae ak to the proposal which | 

ave alrendy mado in another 
quarter, that an Economie Com- 
mittee, presided over by n Govern. 
mont official, should be sot up fim- 
mediately, comprising representa. 
tyes of bankers, merchants, 
shipping Interest, manufacturers, 
ote-—in fact, forming a re- 
‘Presontative cross section of the 
community—with wide terms of 
roferonce, to study and report on 
all matters - which affect the 
economic health of tho Colony and 
40° make recommendations for 
effecting an improvement.

‘The Duke. of Wellington|t 


died to-day, on the anniver- 
sary of the Battle of Water- 


loo. 

Arthur Charles. Wellesley, 4th 
Duke of WELLINGTON. holder of 
eeveral Spanish and — Portuguese 
titles and a Grandee of Spain, was 
born in. March, 1869. -He was a 
grandson of the ‘great genoral, 
his father being Gen. Lord Charles; 
Wellesley, the Ist Duke’s, second 
son. : : 

Entering the army, he served for 
somo years with the °Grenadier 
Gunrds and from 1891 to 1895 when 
he retired way Licut. Colonel com- 
manding the ‘Ist battalion. 

He succeeded to the dukedom and 
the Spanish and Portuguese titles 
on the death of his brother, the 
3rd Duke, in 1900, and he Inherited 
with them 18,600 acres In England 
and a large estate In Spain as the 
Duke of Cludnd ‘Rodrigo. 

The Spanish and Portuguese 
‘honours and the estate had been 
granted to the lst Duke in gratitude 
for his brilliant services in saving 
the Peninsula from conquest by 
Napoleon, Large granta of, money 
Were also made to him, by the Bri- 
tish Government and ‘these were 
supplemented n few years later by 
still larger ones: in recognition of 
his final victory over Napoleon at 
Waterloo. — 

: SPANISH ESTATES, 

Though some of the money was 
distributed among other members 
of the Wellesley family, .the bulk 
remained in the hands of the holder 
of the dukedom. ,Soon after the 
‘revolution of 1931, which sect up a 
republic In Spain, the new Govern- 
ment began to prepare plans for 
wetting possession of the nobles’ 
extates, most of which consisted of 
wild undeveloped territory. An 
unsuccessful revolt in 1932 by Gen. 
Sanjurio, which was said to have 
had the. support of monarchists, 
gave the Government a ground for 
action, . It declared all the estates 
of nobles to be confiscated unless 
the owners could show that their 
lands were being cultivated under 
approved conditions, 

Ootober, 1952, in a Hat of owners 
whose property was to come under 


fe at o 
offered to sell his estate, which as 


highly cultivated in small lots, to 
the Spanish Government. While 
refusing the offer, ‘the Government 
informed him that there was no 
dntention of seizing his land, as it 
had been granted to his ancestor as 
a-reward~for the services’ he Had 
tendered to the Spanish nation. 
The heir to the title is the 
Marquis Douro, son of the late 
Duke.—Reuter and Special. i
